Price and Co. The cost of 
the wins, which will double the 
floor space of the Institute, is esti- 
mated at $2,300,000.

sèment of the new wing,, and 
much of it will be hewn out of 
solid rock. A special blast wall 
will protect the exposed side. 
Planned with the aid of medical 
experts from the Chalk River 
energy project, the ward is set 
up so that it may be used as a 
self-contained area in case of 
damage to the upper floors. 

Waier, steam, and heating are on 
separate systems from the rest of 
trio building. It can be used for- 
th* decontamination of cases 
Involving bacteria, gas or atomic 
Isotopes, and it has facilities for 
resuscitation, anaesthesia, and 




operating rooms, as well as x-rays 
and wards. 

The new 'wing will consist of 
seven floors as well as the base- 
ment shelter. It wjll include 
wards containing ten beds each, a 
new operating room, and facilities 
for research and storage. 

Dr. Penfield, director of the 
Institute, said in his announcement 
that "Before lpng this city and this 
.nation 'will be' served by a clinical 
institute which is organized for 
permanent leadership in the field 
of medicine where the need is 
greatest: for solution of the pror 
blems of the nervous system the 
brain and the mind may do much 
to change the world we live In. 
The institution is blessed with 
friends whose generosity is only 
rivalled by their modesty."

(In the sense of prejudiced and 
Isolationist) views and attempted 
to pattern a core Inclusive culture 
on the humanistic — and thus most 
basic — level. 

Prof. Phelps defined a Cana- 
dian as one increasingly conscious

This can be exem- 
plified by the custom of coloniza- 
tion, and the way Communism ait- 



serts itself as the saviour: an ex

With Sir Thomas 



With the appearance of Sir 
Thomas Beechàm at the University 
this Thursday-evening, the Cultural 
Committee of the Student Execu- 
tive Council (SCOPE) will offi- 
cially begin their program of bring- 
ing well known artists to address 
McGlll students. 

Dylan- Thomas, renowned English 
poet, will speak nt the University 
sometime in February and a well- 
known piano soloist is being con- 
tacted to appear here in March. A 
committee spokesman announced 
that W: H. Auden, reported last 
month to make an address- some 
time In the future, will be unable 
to come. 

Sir Thomas will appear at Moyse 
Hall this Thursday at 8.30 p.m. 
Address will be. open (free of 
charge) to .all members of McGili. 
staff, students and others asso- 
ciated with the University. 

The internationally-famous con- 
ductor, is considered by many to 



most Impressive Interpreters of 
modern music. He 'has /ounded six 
orchestras, beginning with the New 
Symphony Orchesrta in 1B08 and 
including the London Philharm 
and the Royal Philharmonic. 

Other activities of SCOPE in- 
clude the library of lighter read- 
ing, which will form a part of the 
new Rcdpath Annex. This library 
will consist of non-educational con- 
temporary writing for leisure read- 
ing. The committee Is currently 
drawing up a list of books to be 
Included. 

When he became an operatic 
conductor and Impresario in 1910. 
he produced in 16 years some 120 
operas, half of which were new to 
EnKland or revived after long 
neglect.

time, and is still with us. Somehow it did not 
prevent the so-called "Age of Disbelief." But 
j since it has been somewhat eclipsed in the past 
half century, and since its clergy and sealots 
l^havc been somewhat ignored in the bustle, it 
appears that they are now trying to make their 
rebuttal. Wielding slogans such as The Age of 
Disbelief, The Age of Anxiety, Confusion, etc., 
they present themselves as saviours, almost 
as something new, saying to the effect, "Sec' 
what you foolish people have gotten yourselves- 
into?

One of the greatest popular arguments for 
religion today seems to he the one of a "modus

In 1916 he was sent to Italy by 
the British Government, where It 
was thought that his musical pro 
motions would foster . pro-Allied 
sentiment.- This work earned him 
a knighthood and later a baronetcy, 
. He denounced Britain In gen- 
eral, and her cities Individually, 
for their musical apathy. Often 
he threatened to emigrate to the 
United States. The London "Mu- 
sical Tlmea" became sarcastic, 
"Another sensation of the past- 
month (March, 1927) was Sir 
Thomas Beecham's announcement 
that he will give the Old Coun- 
other chance." In 192S he 
his debut with the New 
armonlc, and In 1932 
he London Philhar- 
monic. At a performance of 
Beethoven's "Fid ello" in the 
1333-34 Covent Garden season, Sir 
Thomas turned to some people 
who applauded at the wrong time, 
with the celebrated remark, 
"Shut up, you!" When, In 1936 
the eminent German conductor's 
Jewish secretary, Berta Getssmar, 
was forced to leave the country. 
Sir Thomas promptly hired her 
and had her arrange his German 
tour. The Jewish members of the 
orchestra were retained, although 
Mendelssohn's "Scotch Symph- 
ony" was removed from the pro- 
gram by Official German sugges- 
tion. 

American Career 
The Royal Philharmonic was 
formed in 1949, and has since 
proved to be a first-rate orchestra 
With it as his vehicle, Sir Thomas 
Is^ continuing to demonstrate his 
conducing prowess. The recordings 
made with this organization have 
ahown this conclusively to 'North 
American listeners. 

Beecham, the man and the legend 
are perhaps Inseparable. Witness 
the remark made in 1949, when 
celebrating his seventieth birthday, 
he promised to make himself "even 
more of a nuisance In the future.' 
Earlier, at a Strauss commémora 
tlon concert, with the now late, 
then ageing composer present, Sir 
Thomas told him to be quiet from 
the podium, whilst the octogenarian 
composer, was muttering praise In 
his box. 

Undoubtedly one of the four 
or five greatest conductors In the 
world, Sir Thomas remains an 
excellent . and uncompromising 
speaker. We look forward to his 
unrehearsed address In Moyse 
Hall with as much anticipation aa 
his well rehearsed performances 
with Concerts Symphonlques. 
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Gareer ?
